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ORDINANCE NO. 2003 -026 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 

COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, 

AMENDING THE AFFORDABLE HOUSING SECTION OF 

THE PALM BEACH COUNTY CODE, CHAPTER 14, 

ARTICLE V WHICH CODIFIES ORDINANCE NO. 93-8, AS 

AMENDED BY ORDINANCES NOS. 94-1, 94-24, 95-22 AND 

ORDINANCE NO. 01-026; PROVIDING FOR AMENDMENTS 

TO THE ATTENDANCE REQUIREMENTS FOR THE 

COMMISSION ON AFFORDABLE HOUSING; PROVIDING 

FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR 

SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE 

CODE; AND PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners adopted new attendance 
policies for advisory boards created by resolution on September 10, 2002 pursuant to 
Resolution No. R-2002-1606; and 

WHEREAS, the Commission on Affordable Housing requested that their 
governing Ordinance be amended to make their attendance provisions consistent with 
Resolution No. R-2002-1606 in hopes of increasing attendance at meetings. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 

Section 1. Removal for Lack of Attendance. Section 14-246(d)(4) of the 
Palm Beach County Code is amended to read as follows: 


A member of the Commission on Affordable Housing shall be automatically 


removed for lack of attendance. Lack of attendance is defined as failure to attend three 


mere-thanhatf at least two-thirds of the meetings scheduled during the calendar year. 


Participation for less than three-quarters of a meeting shall constitute lack of attendance. 


Exeusecd-absences-and Removals shall be entered into the minutes of the next regularly 


scheduled meeting of the Commission on Affordable Housing. Members removed under 
this provision shall not continue to serve until a new appointment is made, and removal 
shall create a vacancy. Furthermore, members removed may not be reconsidered for 
membership on the Commission on Affordable Housing for at least one (1) year from the 
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effective date of removal. 

Section 2. Repeal of Laws in Conflict. All local laws and ordinances 
applying to the unincorporated area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provisions 
of this Ordinance are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. Severability. If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, 
phrase or word of this Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be unconstitutional, 
inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect the remainder of this Ordinance. 

Section 4. Inclusion in the Code of Laws and Ordinances. The 
provisions of this Ordinance shall become and be made a part of the Code of Laws and 
Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. The sections of the Ordinance may be 
renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be changed 
to "section," "article," or any other appropriate word. 

Section 5. Effective Date. The provisions of this Ordinance shall become 
effective upon filing with the Department of State.
